BLOOMFIELD’S  INVASION. 

THE  NATIVES  OF  STONEHOl'SE  FLAINS  VOTE 
DOWN  THE  INCORI ‘ORATION  PLAN. 

Bloomfield  has  been  overborne,  de¬ 
feated,  captured,  decanted,  sacked, 
bumiliated  and  all  but  politically 
drawn  and  quartered  by  the  fiery, 
unshaven  market  gardener  dwellers 
of  the  Brookdale  district. 

Siuce  the  Roman  Empire  was  over 
run  by  the  fierce  Visigoths  there  has 
been  nothing  like  it. 

Farmer  Brokaw  did  the  business 
with  his  market  wagon  relay  system. 

The  fell  work  was  accomplished  at 
the  special  election  held  lust  Tuesday 
to  decide  whether  or  not  Bloomfield 
should  jump  on  the  bind  step  of  the 
triumphal  omnibus  of  progress  and 
substitute  a  town  incorporation,  under 
the  law  of  1888,  for  the  existing 
mediirval  township  form  of  govern¬ 
ment.  ,  . 

For  weeks  the  election  hail  l»eeu 
duly  advertised.  Ponderous  meetings 
had  been  held  to  debate  tbe  ques- 
tion.  The  statute  hail  been  published 
iu  all  its  efflorescent  verbiage.  The 
local  and  neighboring  papers  had 
been  overflowing  with  contributions 
and  editorials  on  the  subject,  all  in 
dining  at  a  greater  or  less  angle 
toward  the  proposed  project.  Noth¬ 
ing  hail  been  spared  toward  the  work 
of  educating  the  sovereign  Bloomfield 
freeholder  up  to  a  sense  of  his  uu 
folding  destiny.  . 

The  election  was  decided  in  the 
negative  by  an  unexpected  majority, 
as  it  hail  been  all  i^ong  taken  for 
o-ranteil  that  everybody  was  iu  favor 
of  tbe  proposed  step  in  the  direction 
of  municipal  evolution.  “Everybody 
[  now  fiud  is  ipeechlessly  contemplat¬ 
ing  the  result,  and  there  is  in  Bloom¬ 
field's  business  centre  and  amony  the 
politicians  a  general  air  of  conviction 
that  the  wheels  of  progress  have  been 
set  back  fifty  or  sixty  years. 

This  is  the  way  it  came  about. 

Analvsis  of  Tuesday’s  vote  shows 
that  the  inhabitants  of  Bloomfield 
proper— Bloomfield’s  taxpayers,  those 
who  transact  the  business  of  Bloom 
field  and  those  who  do  business  even 
day  in  New  York— went  about  their 
regular  business  and  forgot  all  about 


the  issue  of  the  special  election  dav. 
This  left  that  issue  to  be  fought  be¬ 
tween  the  aspiring  citizens  of  the 
W  atsessing  district,  who  want  a  form 
of  government  jiossessed  of  power 
enough  to  give  them  roads  and  side¬ 
walks  that  the  present  generation 
may  traverse,  and  the  Glen  Ridge 
people  who  furnished  the  bulk  of  the 
petitioners  for  the  special  election  on 
the  one  side,  and  on  the  other  the 
worthy  yeoman  who  inhabit  the  region 
over  Paterson  way,  known  to  Uncle 
Sam’s  mail  service  as  Brookdale,  but 
to  the  grow  ing  of  oldest  inhabitants 
as  “Stonehpuse  Plains.”  These  latter 
for  the  most  part  still  believe  that 
Joseph  Bloomfield  is  Governor  of  New 
Jersey,  but  they  are  an  intrepid  and 
hardy  race ;  they  are  accustomed  to 
getting  dp  early  to  take  their  produce 
to  the  cijv  markets,  and,  as  the  sequel 
of  this  election  proves,  it  is  a  cold  day 
when  thw  get  left. 

Distric  t  No  1,  or  that  which  con¬ 
tains  Bloomfield’s  principal  stores  and 
churches,  piety  aud  intelligence,  its 
splendid  “green,”  its  picturesque  little 
newspaper  and  stately  Presbyterian 
German  Theological  Seminary,  gave 
153  for  and  141  against  incorporation. 

District  No.  3 — aspiring  Watsessing 
— gave  249  votes  for  aud  108  votes 
against  the  project  of  making  Bloom 
field  a  full  fledged  town. 

District  No.  2 — tbe  invaders — gave 
a  round  200  votes  aga’jist  the  measure 
and  37  in  favor  of  it. 

“Why,  they’ve  scoured  the  grave¬ 
yards  against  us,”  exclaimed  one  of 
Bloomfield’s  smartest  business  men 
and  most  popular  citizens. 

“At  least  a  hundred  liayseeders 
came  out  on  Tuesday  who  have  Tiot 
been  heard  of  at  the  polls  for  thirty 
years,”  said  another  astonished  rese- 
dent  of  the  ninteenth. 

“Those  fanners  came  down  packed 
like  cabbages  in  tbeir  market  wagons, 
worked  all  day  at  the  ] tolls  in  Excel¬ 
sior  Hose  House  and  didn’t  go  home 
uu|til  the  vote  was  counted,”  explained 
another. 

A  member  of  the  preseut  Township 
Committee  demonstrated  to  me  the 
folly  of  the  farmers  in  fearing  that 
nine  Councilmen,  elected  from  four 
wards,  could  prove  less  trustworthy 
than  five  Township  Committeemen 
elected  without  reference  to  locality, 
or  in  dreadiug  taxes  for  improvements 
that  were  to  be’  primarily  and  mainly 
j  levied  upon  the  property  benefited 
1  and  that  must  have  inevitably  enabled 
•  the  Stonrlfcm*e  PH  in  a  market  garde  !l- 
I  el’s  in  the  near  future  to  sell  their 
celery  patches  as  town  lots. 

He  sighed  as  he  concluded  that 
demonstration,  but  whether  for  the 
present  remoteness  of  that  future- or 
for  the  suicidal  losses  of  the  good 
people  of  Stonehousc  Plains  he  did 
■  not  just  then  mention.

After  every  execution  we 
hoar  the  same  tiling,  for  Deihler  in  a 
little,  hesitating  man,  with  anything  but 
an  impressive  way  of  doing  butanes*. 
His  ap|>ointment  as  exeeutionor  caused 
many  heartburnings,  for,  when  Hein- 
drichs  dieii,  there  were  800  applications 
for  the  post.  Dcibler  luis  married  the 
daughter  of  Roch,  the  previous  “Mon¬ 
sieur  de  Paris.”
